Good  health  is  the  greatest  gift  children  can 
have.  Without  it,  they  may  not  be  able  to  reach 
their  goals  for  education  and  a  place  in  the 
world. 

Poor  children  often  do  not  have  access  to 
adequate  medical  care  and  so  have  many 
untreated  health  problems. 

The  Federal-State  Medicaid  program  is 
therefore  making  early  health  care  available 
to  eligible  children  in  welfare  and  low 
income  families  from  birth  to  the  age  of  21. 


This  program  will  improve  their  health  now 
and  help  prevent  needless  illness  in  the  future. 

The  program  is  not  only  for  children  with 
obvious  health  problems,  but  also  for  children 
who  seem  well. 

Some  children's  health  problems  are  hidden. 
The  earlier  they  are  found,  the  more  easily 
they  can  be  treated  and  cured. 

ALL  children  eligible  for  Medicaid  should  be 
screened  and  treated.

Children  and  youth  under  21  In  AFDC-type  fam- 
ilies that  are  "medically  needy."  Blind  and  dis- 
abled children  and  youth  under  21  who  are 
"medically  needy."  ("Medically  needy"  jindlvld- 
uals  and  families  have  low  Income  and  limited 
saving*  but  do  not  qualify  financially  for  public 
aislKince.) 


Children  and  youth  under  21  In  foster  homes 
and  private  Institutions  for  whom  public  agendas 
have  some  financial  reaponalblllty. 


Children  and  youth  under  21  who  do  not  fit  In 
any  of  the  above  groups,  but  meet  the  financial 
requirements,

Each  State  must  identify  eligible 
children  under  21,  inform  their 
families  about  the  services 
.  available,  and  tell  them  where 
and  how  they  can  be  obtained. 

The  program  must  assess  a  child's 
physical  and  mental  health  and 
his  growth  and  development. 

Children  will  usually  be  checked 
in  these  health  areas,  when 
appropriate:  , 

vision 

hearing 

dental  problems 

growth  and  development 

nutrition 

immunization  against  diseases  like 

measles,  polio,  whooping  cough, 

diphtheria,  and  smallpox 

heart  disease 

tuberculosis 

kidney  disease 

venereal  disease 

diseases  of  the  ears,  nose, 

mouth,  and  throat 
anemia  and  sickle  cell  anemia 
parasites  like  pinworms  and 

hookworms 
lead  poisoning 
drug  abuse 


If  a  child  is  suspected  of  having 
an  illness  or  health  defect,  he  will 
be  referred  to  a  physician  or  clinic 
for  further  examination  and 
treatment. 

Eyeglasses,  hearing  aids,  and 
dental  care  will  be  made  available 
if  children  need  them. 

Each  child's  health  history  will  be 
kept  for  follow-up  purposes. 

Transportation  will  be  provided  if 
a  child  cannot  take  advantage  of 
the  program  without  it. 


Parents  are  expected  to  cooperat 
by  keeping  appointments  for 
screening  and  follow-up  care  and 
treatment. 

Local  Social  Service  or  Welfare 
Offices  can  provide  details  about 
the  program.
